DEATH OF FAMOUS 
HUNGARIAN NOVELIST 


BUDAPEST, May 
6. 
Jokai, the novelist, 
is dead. 


Maurus 
Jokai 
was once the national 
hero of Hungary. 
Pie 
was the author of over 300 books. 
He had been a poet, patriot, 
journalist, dramatist, and novelist 
and 
his books translated into 
English 
have had great vogue. 
Four years 
ago, at the age of 


seventy-nin- 
e, 
Jokai married an obscure Jewish girl, an actress, and 
since that time he lias been cordially hated by the great mass of 
Hungarians who formerly 
loved him as their prophet and leader. 
He and his girl wife were shunned by society. 
Jokai's career would be amazing even without the social strug- 
gle which has made his later days discouraging. 
He had published; 


.1 successful novel before he was out of his teens. .When lie was 
only 
twenty-thre- e 
he was one of the foremost figures in the stormy 
clays of 184S, when Hungary shed much blood in trying to get her 
rights from Austria. 
By his fiftieth birthday, 
more than a quarter 
of a century ago, he had published 
no less than 
200 books, and 
since then he has published 
more than a hundred 
others, making 
a total that probably breaks all literary records. 
On top of all this 
activity Jokai 
was for many years a prominent 
member 
of the 
Hungarian Chamber 
of Deputies 
in which he won great fame as 


1 patriot and tin orator. 
Jokai's first wife was Rosa Laborfalvi, the celebrated Hungari- 
an tragedienne, 
a favorite 
of the Magyars. 
Fourteen years after 
her death the aged Jokai- - married the ypung Jewish actress. 
The 
people considered this an insult to the first wife and when his sec- 
ond wife tried 
a year after her marriage to resume 
her place on 
the stage she was mobbed by Hungarian students and forced to 
quit. 
For the past couple of years Jokai and his girl wife have led 
a very quiet life.

in the water rights contest with Pioneer 
Mill Co. 
Mr. Kalua's argument 
is that by the defeat of its claim the 
school will be wiped out, when the people would have all the water 
they needed because the plantation 
would not need the entire 
sup- 
ply. 
The proposition 
that the deprivation 
of the water would 
de- 
stroy the school is taken by the Attorney General as sound enough, 
for the present aim already well advanced 
in fulfillment 
of making 
the seminary 
a Territorial agricultural college would be rendered 
nugatory if the water supply were eliminated. 
Commissioner 
J. Lot Katilukou 
begins the trial of the water 
rights case at Lahaina today.

by 
Representative 
Frank 
Andrade 
and 
J. F. Durao, 
during the political 
cam- 
paign 
of 
1903. 
The object 
sought 
is 
government 
intervention 
for the Portu- 
guese residents 
who had obtained homes 
on 
leases 
from the Government. 
The 
leases begin to run out in 1912, and the 
Portuguese desired 
to have 
the 
oppor- 
tunity of taking over the property 
at 
that time. 
The bill is as follows:

There will be stoiies of Hawaii and its attractions mixed up 
with reproductions 
of photographs served up as the mainland press 
knows how to suit the popular taste, that will prove 
eye-opene- rs 
to 
those who think the tour will not benefit Hawaii. 
Naturally I do 
not expect to lose money over the plans but I am, I hope, public 
spirited 
enough not to allow the cold water of some 
back-sighte- 
d 
individuals to prevent my boosting Hawaii for all that it is worth. 
"When do we leave? 
That is not decided upon but somewhere 
round the thirtieth of this month or the middle of next month. 
The

Judge T. K. Nathaniel, 
who fourteen 
or fifteen jears ago was a 
well 
Known 
character 
in Honolulu, 
died at the Leper 
Settlement 
on 
Sunday 
morning. 
The 
funeral, 
which occurred 
on Monday at 
Kalaupapa, 
is said to have'becn 
the larg- 
est one ever witnessed there. 
Nathaniel 
was a part Hawaiian. 
Years 
ago he conducted 
a native newspaper 
in 
Honolulu, 
and later had 
some 
clerical 
position 
in the Supreme Court. 
He was 
well 
(.Unci ted, was a lluuit writer 
and 
quite a polished man but became 
some-

of a character in 
Honolulu 
be-

he wore,

been heralded bj 
Joyous 
olllclnl bulletins, not 
by the gossip, of 
the clubs. 
For exiimple: 
Soon nfter the initial 
Japanese triumph, when the Retvlzan, 
Tsarevltch and other ships of war Were 
put out of commission. 
Russia publish- 
ed an "uncoiillrmed 
rumor" to the effect 
thnt 
12,000 Japanese, 
In attempting 
to 
land nelir Port Arthur, had been 
and 
that 
tho 
Cossacks 
hud 
sabred 
400 
Japanese 
near 
It also 
claimed 
to 
have 
bombarded 
Hakodate. 
Neither story was true. 
After Togo'3 second bombardment of 
Port Arthur, 
when 
he sunk hulks to 
bar the entrance to the poit nnd was 
supposed 
to have sealed 
It, the 
Rus- 
sians put forth 
the 
claim 
that thej' 
had destrojed 
foui 
Japanese 
battle- 
ships. 
Thej- - 
did this 
to "save their 
fuco" and to depless the Jnpanese. 
In 
point ot fact they had not sunk a Jap- 
anese vessel of anj' kind. 
A subsequent attempt 
to 
seal 
the 
harbor and a coincident 
advance of the 
Japanese townhls 
the 
Yalu, 
lowered 
Russian piestlge ngaln. 
Upon this, St. 
Peteisburg 
let loose another 
"uncon- 
firmed 
rumoi" that 
12,000 
Japanese 
nlwajs 
12,000 had attempted 
to land 
west of the 
Yalu 
and 
been 
driven 
back to their 
ships 
with 
great 
loss. 
There nns nothing in it. 


Still 
the game 
of humbug goes 
on 
This time an effort 
is being 
mnde to 
make people forget the Zassalltch 
de- 
feat In the "unconfirmed 
rumor" that 
the Japanese 
have 
been 
repulsed at 
with a loss of 10,000. 
A 
vlctorj' like that could not be cairled 
fast enough 
to St. Petersburg 
by the 
olllclnl telegiaph nor got to the people 
soon 
enough 
by the official 
bulletins 
and jet the world Is expected 
to believe 
thnt nfter It all happened the news was 
permitted to circulate only as an "un- 
couth med rumor" on the boulevards.

Royal 
retainers aie not lcqulred 
to 
work 
without monetary 
compensation 
In 
the 
present 
generation, whatever 
they might hne done 
In the days of 
the Dowager 
Knplotanl. 
Thnt nt least 
Is the decision 
of the Supreme 
Court 
In the suit of Antonc 
Bright against 
Prince Dald Knwnnannkoa. 
Bright, during the lifetime of Queen 
Knplolanl, 
wns In charge as supervising 
retainer of her land of Moknuea, 
Kn-- 
llhl, and as such received ns compensa 
tlon the use, fieo of rent, of a quarter 
acre 
of 
land, 
In addition 
to certain 
other perquisites. 
Upon 
the 
Queen's 
death Bright wns told by Prlncn DaId 
to continue nt,the Mine compensation, 
which the retainer claimed 
meant rea- 
sonable 
wages for the work peifoimed. 
At any rate, Bright concluded 
that he 
was entitled to monetary remuneintlon 
ns well as royal 
perquisites and 
ho 
brought suit accordingly. 
The 
jury 
awarded him 
$450 and the Prince ap- 
pealed, claiming that the verdict could 
not be sustained by the evidence. 
The 
Supreme 
Court 
sustained 
the 
verdict In a unanimous decision. 
"The view might well hnve been tak- 
en that the plaintiff's testimony was 
Inconsistent 
nnd

by the

The Annapolis 
Chronicle 
of April 
20, 
says: 


The interment of the bodies of the two 
young midshipmen, Ward and Neumann, 
who were killed in the explosion aboard 
the 
battleship 
Missouri 
off 
I'cusacola 
last Tuesday, 
will be held in the Naval 
Academy 
Cemetery at 4:30 o'clock 
this 
afternoon 
and 
will be attended 
by all 
the mourn fill pomp of a.military funeral. 
The Academy 
brigade 
of midshipmen 
in full dress 
and 
under 
command 
of 
Lieutenant 
Commander 
Fullaiti,, 
was 
marched 
to the West Street Station at 
3:20, and 
drawn 
up in a hollow square 
facing 
the entrance 
to the 
trainshed. 
The special funeral train, composed of 
a Pullman 
and a bJggage 
car, was pick- 
ed up at Odenton by A. W. & 
13. Engine 
No. 6, Engineer 
Colburn at the throttle, 
and Conductor 
McGinnis in charge. The 
special 
was brought 
down 
from 
Phila- 
delphia attached 
to the rear of train No. 
47, over'the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. 
The officers of the Academy 
had 
or- 
ders to be present at the station 
in full 
dress. 
Captain 
Halscy 
and 
Lieutenant 
Husc 
were 
there 
early 
and 
the 
other 
officers 
came 
in slowly. 
Several 
class- 
mates of the two dead midshipmen 
were 
waiting. 
Captain J. M. Robinson, 
U. S. 
A., a friend of the Neumanns 
was in 
the crowd. 
A distinguished 
visitor 
was 
Captain 
D'Chear, 
of 
the 
Royal 
Navy, 
who came 
from 
Washington 
to 
repre- 
sent 
the 
British 
Admiralty. 
Mrs. 
Cowles, 
wife 
of Captain 
William 
S. 
Cowlcs. 
commander 
of 
the 
Missouri, 
waited with the others. 
Mrs. Cowlcs 
is 
a sister of the President. 
It is unusual 
for a foreign country 
to 
be represented 
at a funeral 
of the rank 
of this one. 
That Great Britain 
should 
scud a captain 
to be present 
at the bur- 
ial 
of 
two 
midshipmen 
of. the 
United 
States 
Navy 
is considered 
Miot only an 
extra expression 
of friendship 
for this 
country, 
but 
a distinguished 
honor 
for 
the two dead 
boys. 
Mrs. 
Cowles 
is 
here 
only 
privately, 
but 
in a way represents 
the 
old 
com- 
mander 
of the 
dead 
and 
her 
brother, 
too, as an individual. 
It was marked 
by many in the crowd 
that waited around the station that this 
funeral 
was 
especially 
sad 
in view 
of 
the fact that the two who started out 
on their career 
from 
one 
side 
of 
the 
creek should return at its end to rest on 
the other 
side so soon. 
Not for many 
a day has a larger funeral been held in 
Annapolis, 
and 
seldom, 
if ever 
before, 
have officers of the rank of Ward and 
Neumann 
been so honored. 
By the time the train was due at the 
West 
Street 
Station, 
about 
4 
o'clock, 
the streets 
surrounding 
the station 
were 
packed 
with 
a 
mass 
of 
people, 
nearly 
all of whom had known 
the young 
of- 
ficers 
during 
their 
four 
years' 
course 
at the Naval Academy. 
As the caskets, 
draped 
with the Stars and 
Stripes, 
are 
borne to the hearses by the seamen 
ap- 
pointed 
from 
the 
ships 
off the 
Naval 
Academy 
as body 
bearers 
every 
head 
will 
uncover 
and 
the 
brigade 
present 
arms. 
As 
the 
bodies 
are 
placed 
in 
the 
hearses 
the 
following 
midshipmen 
will 
take their stand 
beside them 
as honor- 
ary pallbearers: 
By 
the vehicle 
con- 
taining 
the 
remains 
of 
Midshipman 
Ward, 
Midshipmen 
Canaga, 
Court, 
Howard, 
Ellyson, 
Liggett 
and 
Sclf-redg- e; 
on cither side of the other hearse 
will be 
Midshipmen 
Whiting, 
Pegram, 
Eberle, 
Strassburger, 
Atkins 
and Cook. 
The cortege 
led by the Naval 
Acad- 
emy Band 
playing 
the 
funeral 
march, 
and 
with 
the 
brigade 
of midshipmen, 
followed 
by 
a 
detachment 
of 
seamen, 
will proceed 
down 
West 
street 
to 
Col- 
lege avenue 
and 
King 
George 
street. 
From King George street the band will 
lead the 
way 
through 
the Oklahoma 
gate 
and 
thence 
around 
the 
athletic 
field to the cemetery. 
As the funeral cortege enters the Gov- 
ernment 
inclosurc 
the flag on the lower 
parade ground, 
which had remained 
all morning, 
will be dropped 
to 


half-mas- t, 
where 
it will remain 
during 
the services at the graves. 
Upon 
entering 
the cemetery 
the 
bri- 
gade will be again 
formed 
in a square 
surrounding the last 
resting 
place 
of 
the two officers. 
The 
unusually 
strong 
ties 
binding 
the 
two young 
fellows 
in 
a friendship 
so close that it was known 
even by the Secretary 
of the Navy will 
not be broken even in death. 
After the services have been read over 
tbc body of Wanl by Chaplain Clark, of 
the 
Naval 
Academy, 
and 
Rev, 
Father 
Kautr, of St. 
Mary's 
Catholic 
Church, 
has conducted 
the last .rites 
over 
Mid- 
shipman 
Neumann, 
the bodies 
will 
be 
committed 
to the ground. 
As the cask- 
ets arc 
lowered 
into one grave, 
which 
had been 
lined 
with 
evergreens, 
the 
whole brigade 
will present nrnu, 
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wego and that a double service be held 
there, Tom Ward to be buried and Ncd)s 
body be brought 
to Annapolis. 
To this 
Mrs. Hassou consented .and 
the bodies 
were sent to Jacksonville, 
Florida, 
from 
I'cusacola, 
under 
an 
escort

Missouri and were there met by General 
Ward's brother. 
They were thqn taken to 
Oswego and the service held. 
The wish 
of the. daughter, that they might be bur- 
ied side by sidc, was finally acceded

to Annapolis 
for 
interment 
in 
the Naval 
Cemetery, which yott will re- 
member occupies a point of land on the 
Severn

overlooking 
the 
Naval 
Academy.

rival was Wednesday. 
"I have never seen, in all my experi- 
ence, 
such 
a 
spontaneous 
outburst of 
sympathy 
as I have upon this occasion; 
it 
was 
widespread 
in all parts of the 
country. 
On the morning of the 
funer- 
al, flowers poured in from all dircctiqns. 
The Superintendent 
of the Naval 
Acad- 
emy was deeply 
touched 
and 
gave 
ex- 
pression to his sympathy by ordering out 
the 
full battalion of cadets. 
Never 
in 
the history of the Naval 
Academy 
has 
any one been given the honors 
accorded 
these two young men in taking them to 
their final resting place. 
All of the 
offi- 
cers of the 
Yard, 
the 
Naval 
Academy 
band, cadets and civilian professors, 
met 
the bodies 
at the station 
ami gave the 
military escort. 
A lot ,was assigned near 
the edge of the water on a grassy slope 
overlooking 
the Severn 
and three large 
oak 
trees 
stand 
sentinel 
near the head 
of the graves. 
The entire platvas 
sim- 
ply 
.1 bank of flowers. 
Services 
were 
first held over the body of Ned by Fa- 
ther Court, 
a Catholic 
Priest, then by 
Chaplain 
Clark 
over the body of Tom 
Ward, and when they were lowered into 
the grave they seemed to disappear 
in a 
bank 
of 
flowers. 
The 
mourners then 
retired 
from the grave and three volleys

The whole service was beautiful

"No doubt you have seen a great deal 
in the papers and heard a great deal of 
the probable 
cause of this 
accident. 
I 
have 
had 
an 
opportunity 
to talk with 
some of the 
foremost 
ordnancei experts 
and 
have 
come 
to thc conclusion 
that 
the 
following 
explanation 
is 
a 
logical 
one: 
The charges 
for these large guns 
arc made 
up 
into 
three 
cartridges of 
120 
pounds 
each. 
Originally 
the 
cart- 
ridge 
bans 
were 
made of woolen 
bun- 
ting, 
but 
the weight 
was so great 
and 
the diameter 
so large 
that 
it 
became 
necessary 
to put 
some 
strengthening 
tape 
round 
the cartridge and 
longitu- 
dinally. 
The 
powder 
used 
is 
of 
the 
smokeless 
variety, 
cylindrical 
in 
shape 
and perforated 
longitudinally 
with small 
round 
holes; 
it 
is of 
a 
slow 
burning 
variety, but when fired under pressure 
is 
entirely 
consumed. 
A small charge 
of 
black 
powder 
is placed in the base of 
each cartridge to produce initial ignition 
and to promote detonation. 
The powder 
itself 
supplies 
sufficient 
oxygen 
to 
be 
entirely 
consumed, 
but if an excessive

' fTQKIO, Marcli 21, 104. 
In New York, the writer was one 
of the mistaken 
few who prophesied 
there would be no war. 
In 
Tokio, he is inclined to go further and protest that there is no war. 
He admits when he was in New York there was a war. 
War filled 
the front page of all the morning papers. 
In the afternoon 
editions 
its three letters, in sanguinary pink ink, were writ large from margin 
to margin. 
Stocks were affected. 
Insurance rates 
became 
pro- 
hibitive. 
Packing houses were working overtime, and the Missouri 
mule loomed inlo a national asset. 
Every man you met was as 
in- 
timately familiar with the number of guns in the secondary batteries 
of the Rctvian and the Shikisliitna as with the number of his own 
telephone. 
Wherever you saw two men talking together it was safe 
to wager 
one was saying, "They arc a wonderful 
little 
people," 
and that the other was replying, '"Yes, but don't forget that in '64 
the Kooshian 
fleet 
sailed light up the lower bay and saved the 
Union." 
There, in New York, war was the only topic. 
People asked 
jou if you were going to "the front" as jauntily as though "the front" 
were 
situated somewhere 
between 
Seventy-secon- 
d 
Street 
and 
Grant's 
Tamb. 
When 
we 
crossed 
the Continent, 
cowboys 
rode 
out of an alkali desert to ask what was the latest from "the war." 
At water tanks 
in Arizona, and at every one of Fred Harvey's eat- 
ing houses fiom Santa Fe to the Pacific Coast, the proprietor kindly 
warned us against Russian cruisers lying just outside of the Golden 
Gate. 
War continued with us right into the heart of San Francisco, 
where the Bohemian 
Club gave the war correspondents 
a noble 
farewell dinner, and where 
we proudly 
displayed our war kits to 
the bellboys in the Palace Hotel. 
When the China unloaded 
700 
tons of "contraband 
of war,'" and Japanese 
crowded 
the wharf to 
wave farewells to their 
fellow-countryme- 
n, 
who were off to fight, 
and the San Francisco band played for them "The 
Girl I Left 
Be- 
hind Me," we all Iried to look cheerful and said, as though wc liked 
it, "Well, this is the Real Thing at last." 
But somewhere between Honolulu 
and .Yokohama, somewhere 
in the deepest part of the' Pacific, we lost the war overboard, and wc 
have neither seen it nor heard of it since. 
I do not mean to say 
that if you go to the War Office here you will not sec the sentry, 
nor do 
1 deny that if you go inside you will sec two orderlies. 
You 
also will be received by various officials, grave, courteous 
generals, 
each apparently 
doing nothing by himself, 
in a large bare room 
hung with 
a map or two. 
He apparently has plenty 
of leisure, 
certainly 
enough of it to enable him to be polite. 
But be has no 
time to discuss the probability 
of Japan and Russia being at war. 
He says there may be a column which some day may leave some 
nlace for somewhcie and do something, and if you arc patient maybe 
you, too, can go to that place. 
But that is the only definite informa- - 
l. 
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ing, I wish you 
'good-day.'- 
" 
Nor do I sav that in .the chief street you will not see colored 
prints of battles,' and people looking at them apparently as artistic 
productions 
and with respectful 
interest. 
That is all we who are bottled up in Tokio know of the Japa- 
nese war. 
This morning wc thojtght that at last wc had caught them in 
the act. 
We woke to find' the streets filled with jubilant natives, 
each waving a' flag; the hotel windows were hidden with flags, they 
fluttered 
from cveiy j'inrikisha. 
We rushed out to ask eagerly 
if 
Port Arthur had fallen, to learn what great battle had been won 
on 
the Yalu. 
The interpreter regarded 
us with 
gentle 
reproof. 
"Today 
is the spring festival," he said. 
That means that today in 
Tokio every one is rejoicing, because at the Temple of Kawasaki 
a plum tree has given birth to a number of blossoms. 
But then 
why should the Japanese 
know anything of this war? 
They live 
so far from New York.
